0049 hours, at W. Augusta Blvd., and charged with Driving Under the Influence, 
Fail to Keep in Lanes, Operate Motor Vehicle Without License, Driver Carry Alcohol, 
Fail to Carry/Display License and Negligent Driving. The arresting officers were 
Officers Jesse Rodriguez and Sgt. Eduardo Agron. It is reported that the arresting 
officers observed the driver of a silver Audi involved in an apparent road rage incident 
with the driver of a gray BMW. 


The arresting officers calle^b^ssis^ce and curbe^jofi^ehicles. Sgt. Agron 
approached the driver’s side of f^^^^^^^vehicle. Mr.^^^|statecLwQ]^to the 
effect of, “What the fuck are you stopping me forTjSgt. Agron asked Mr^^^^o exit 
his vehicle and produce a driver’s license. Mi^^^^^xited his vehicl^nd continued to 
direct profanities towards Sgt. Agron. Sgt. Agron observed that Mr.^^^^ad a strong 
odor of alcoholic beverage on his breath and red blood shot eyes. Mi^^^^^ould not 
produce a driver’s license and was taken into custody. 

^^^Officer Rodriguez reported that when he arrived at the scene he observed Mr. 
^^^^Ktandin^utsid^he vehicle, unable to maintain his balance. Officer Rodriguez 
relate^hat Mi^^^^^^as very aggressive towards the arrestin^offic^ on the street 
and was very uncooperafive. Officer Rodriguez reported that M^^^^^was trying to 
hit his head on the vehicle and trying to move around. It is also reported that 
was shoutin^mofanities and kicking the window in the squad car. It is further reported 
that Mr.^^^^|informed the arresting officers that he had surgery on his lefi^vyiripr to 
his contact with the police. According to the Lockup Screening Log had

A Canvass at the location of incident was conducted and did not yield any 
evidence regarding the alleged incident. (Att. #16) 

The POD’S did not depict any interaction between Department members and 
civilians. (Att. #23 - 44) 

a To/From Subject Report Witness Officer Susan Rogers described Mr. 
being intoxicated, highl^eitated and verbally abusive. Officer Rogers 
reported that while on the sceneH^m^^repeatedly kicked at the squad car window, 
repeatedly threw himself against the Plexiglas divider in the squad car, used profanity 
towards the arresting officers and threatened to run when the squad car do or opened. 
Officer Rogers related that while at the Oil"’ District Station she observed IV^Hj^H 
throw himself to the floor near the Breathalyzer and attempt to crawl into 
stating that for a black officer. Officer Roger denied having any physical 

Officer Rogers reported that she did not observe any injury to 
Mr.^^^^Jeye^Officer Rogers related that it appeared that Mr.^H|^fcad a “lazy” 
eye^Offi^r Rogers denied observing any Department member com^W^Bct alleged by 
(Att. #49) 

In a To/ From Subje ct Report Witness Sergeant.Robert Carrillo related that he 
did not see Mr.^^^^H behavior as he was dealing with five aggressive subjects 
approxi^^^\^(^ee^way. Sgt. Carrillo denied having any visual or physical contact 
with Sgt. Carrillo denied observing any Department member commit the act 

alleged by (Att. #51) 

In a To/From Subject Report Witness Officer Coutinho described 
as being highly intoxicated, aggressive, uncooperative and yelling obscenities towara^ne 
^arrestii^ officers. Officer Coutinho related that while in the back seat of a squad car Mr. 
^H^Hbanged his head on the grill and Avindo^of the squad car. Officer Coutinho

In a To/From SubJec^RcDor^ccused Officer Rodriguez related that while at 
the scene of the incident combative and screaming profanities at the 

officers. Officer Rodrigue^jeported that N^^^^lwas intoxicated. Officer Rodriguez 
related that he observed strike his head on the hood of the vehicle he was 

driving during his contact with the re sponding officers. Officer Rodriguez reported that 
while at the OH*'’ District informed him that he would not be able to perform 

the HGN test for DUI because he had an eye injury. Office^odrieuez denied observing 
any Department member commit the act alleged by Officer Rodriguez 

denied committing the act alleged against him. (Att. #60) 

In a To/From SubJecnRcDor^ccused Sgt. Agron related that while the scene 
of the incident he observed h^^^^^^to hav^^strong odor of alcoholic beverage and 
red bloodshot eyes. Sgt. Agron described M^^^^^as being unruly, verbally abusive 
and unn^ssarily loud. Sgt. Agron related thayi^^ucted a protective pat down of 
Mr. an^^sisted with handcuffing Sgt. Agron also assisted in 

helping Mr.^^^^Vtand on his feet because he could not keep his balance and fell to the 
ground twice and struck his head oiUh^ehicle several times. Sgt. Agron related that he 
did not observe any injury to Mi^^^HSgt. Agron denied observing any Department 
member commit the act alleged by Mr^^^. Officer Agron denied committing the act 
alleged against him. (Att. #65)

Accused #1: Officer Jesse Rodriguez, #8364 

Allegation#!: Not Sustained 

It is alleged that Office r Rodriguez punched M^^^^^Jon his face. In his 
statement to IPRA I^^^^^Hrelated that the accused omce^unched him on his face 
causing an injury toTu^el^ye. According to the Lockup ScreeningLog^^^^^J 
entered the lockup with a black l eft eye. The witness, ^^^^MMH|^Mle^o 
cooperate with the investigation. not contacnP^^wim additional 

witness information. The witness officers denied observing Officer Rodriguez co mmi t 
the act alleged against him. The witness officers stated that M^^^^Hvas belligerent 
and struck his face against the vehicle he was driving and tn^Department vehicle. 
Officer Rodriguez denied committing the act alleged against him. There is insufficient 
evidence to prove or disprove the allegation. Based on the available evidence the R/I 
recommends that the allegation against Officer Rodriguez be. Not Sustained.

Allegation#!: Not Sustained 

lU^lleged that Sgt. Agron punched his face. In his statement to

lockup with a bla ck left eye . The witness, failed to cooperate with the 

The 
witness officers denied observin^gt^gron commit the act alleged against him. The 
witness officers stated that Mr.|HHKas belligerent and struck his face against the 
vehicle he was driving and the uepanment vehicle. Sgt. Agron denied committing the 
act alleged against him. There is insufficient evidence to prove or disprove the 
allegation. Based on the available evidence the R/I recommends that the allegation 
against Sgt. Agron be, Not Sustained. 
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
